Contrary to the current belief here 
as well as in Milroy, Squire Ben F. 
Ritche, Milroy’& “Judge,” has receiv­ 
ed two anonymous letters in the past 
two weeks, instead of one which was 
commonly rumored, eaeh one threat­ 
ening him harm if he does not change 
his ways. 
Squire 
Ritche 
declares 
that he has received the two unsign­ 
ed epistles but he is not very much 
worried over the threats. 
He pro­ 
poses, however, 
to 
prosecute the 
writers of the letters if he can get 
the postoffice department to act. 
Other people in Milroy believe that 
the letters are not of such import as 
to merit so much agitation as has al­ 
ready been created. Many, there are, 
who say that the town 
squire 
has’ 
greatly exaggerated the case and that 
he really has no reason to be alarm­ 
ed. 
According to Squire Ritche, the 
most dire threat made was that “they 
would send him to Jeffersonville.” Ile 
also says that they called him a thief 
and a robber. 
The squire is pron© to believe that 
the opening of the pool room in Mil­ 
roy. the second one to be started in 
the town, is the sole cause for the un­ 
signed mail. 
He says that he receiv­ 
ed the first letter one week ago last 
Tuesday, one day after he opened his 
new pool room which was on Monday, 
November, 21. 
The next letter came 
last Monday and was addressed to 
his wife. 
It, so Ritche said, is more 
threatening than the first and pre­ 
dicts dire punishment, for him if he 
does not mend his ways. 
The town “Judge” is angered by 
the cowardly attack and stoutly af­ 
firms and reaffirms that he will bring 
the offenders to justice if that be pos­ 
sible. 
As soon as he 
received 
the 
first letter one week ago lust Tues­ 
day he promptly came to Rushville, 
where he placed the matter 
in 
the 
hands of a local attorney. 
That at­ 
torney, so the squire says, is laying 
the matter before the postal authori­ 
ties, who he hopes will act. Ile pro­ 
poses to come to this city in a few 
days and place the other letter in the 
hands of the same attorney for his 
action. 
But. Hist, there’s a woman in the 
case. 
Squire Ritche avers that the 
last letter mailed to him was written 
and placed in the postoffice by a wo­ 
man of Milroy whose name he says 
he does not know. 
He says that the 
contents were written by a feminine 
hand and that the missive was mailed 
by a woman. Squire Ritche says that 
Miss Mary Walker, assistant post­ 
master, told him that she recalled the 
time when that letter was mailed, as 
an incident occurred, which caused 
her to notice the person who mailed 
it and that that person was a woman. 
Miss Walker denies that she had ever 
told the squire anything of the sort 
She says she remembers the morning 
the letter was mailed, but that she 
does not recollect who mailed it. 
The second letter, purported to be 
written and mailed by a woman, was 
addressed to Mrs. Ben F. Ritche, the 
squire’s wife. 
It was signed “Sec­ 
retary of the Good Citizens’ League.” 
The first letter which the squire be­ 
lieves was written by a 
man, was 
signed “Good 
Citizens.”

when 
arrested. 
Tfco attack on Jiqulpan apparently was 
frustrated by the capture of this man 
and of his companion and second, Cer­ 
v antes. 
Cerv antes him self is charged with 
being no small figure among the Ma- 
dero supporters and plotters against 
Mexico. 
His work extended beyond 
piper, according to the charges, and 
he was actually Inv olv ed In some of 
tie rioting which has m arked the past 
three weeks in v arious towns of the 
republic.

The party had just come from a 
prize fight and had made remarks 
about some women in the car. 
As a 
result of the fight the captain was bad­ 
ly disfigured and disabled, both of his 
hands having been broken. 
He was 
in the hospital several weeks.

The Old Turnpikes.
